Tbere will be not less than 10,000,000 visitors, say the 


experienced railroad traffic men. 


Now, then, we do not want either a small part or a large 


part of those millions to see Oakland. We want them all— 
everybody and his wife and the family and Uncle Ephraim 
aad Aunt Tabitha and the cat. 


There is- «ur unfartusste thirj ~w«* «"»'t be helped. 


The trains, naturally, do not run through the beautiful busi- 
ness or residence districts. Eastern folks coming to San 
Francisco on the overlands get a bad impression of Oakland's 
looks, or of what they think are Oakland's looks. They don't 


ragged fringes at that. They land in San Francisco at the 
foot of the principal street and took at once up the long vista 
of Market at the best San Francisco has in the way of busi- 
ness architecture. 


Unless these travelers do come over here by ferry and 


electric car transportation through the real Oakland, the 
bijsv Oakland, the beautiful Oakland, they go away from 
California thinking that Oakland is a city of frame shacks, 
village shops and marshes and tide-flats. They would be 
utterly amazed and probably incredulous if told afterwards 
that the stores of Oakland were equal in beauty and size to

|HERE has been no end of discussion over the spelling 


of the name of the new Sequoyah Club. The "h" at the 
end seems so superfluous and unfamiliar. One always 
refers to the -big trees as the Sequoia groves, with no 
"h," and there is a Sequoia Club in San Francisco 
spelled without an "h" or "y." And in an age of sim- 


plified spelling, or efforts toward it, they've added letters to the 
new country club's name. 


However, if one asks a director, there is a perfectly good ex- 


planation. They are using the original Indian spelling of the word. 


That is, it's a perfectly good explanation if the Indians really 


spelled it that way. But did they? 


It seems to be remembered that the Indians spelled very little 


before the pale face with his spelling book established district 
Rfhrxita in their hnntirip- p-rniirirl<3, Thpy onpllprl witVi nic-hi-roe o-nrl 
afterward with heiroglyphics, according to an authority in Berke- 
ley, and it isn't recorded that they had an "h" or "y".hi their 
alphabet. 


The truth of "Sequoyah" is that it was very likely the effort 


of some philological European doing his best to represent the 
sound of the word as the Indians said it. 


In any event it was the original spelling and, with the "h" at 


the end, will adorn note paper and membership cards of the new 
club in the hills back of Elmhurst.
